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College  life  offers  you  many 
choices.  You  have  to  choose  a  ma¬ 
jor,  and  then  determine  which 
courses  and  professors  will  get  you 
where  you  want  to  go.  You  must 
choose  when  to  study,  how  to  relax 
and  how  to  budget  your  time.  The 
choices  you  make  determine  your 
ifestyle.  You  may  or  may  not  choose 
to  include  alcohol  in  your  lifestyle. 
It's  your  choice.  But  remember,  you 
and  only  you  can  and  should  choose 
when,  what  and  how  much  to  drink. 

Young  people  drink  for  many  dif¬ 
ferent  reasons:  (1)  peer  pressure  - 
wanting  to  “belong  in  the  crowd”; 
<2 1  tension-reduction  -  before,  dur¬ 
ing  and/or  after  exams;  (3)  family 
problems  -  perhaps  alcoholism 
within  the  family;  (4)  “instant”  fun 
-  to  loosen  up  on  a  Friday  night. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  a  fellow 
student,  I  can  easily  say  that  drink¬ 
ing  can  be  fun  and  a  social  thing 
within  limits.  But,  when  done  in  con¬ 
stant.  abusive  way,  it  can  be  a  very 
destructive  drug.  Over  8,000  young 
people  die  and  over  40,000  are 
disfigured  every  year  from  auto  ac¬ 
cidents  related  to  drunkeness.  Yet, 
there  are  even  more  numerous  hid¬ 
den  problems  in  relation  to  alcohol 
use  (or  better,  abuse)  in  our  college 
society. 

As  president  of  SADD  here  at  the 
University  of  Lowell,  I  always  have 
a  great  deal  to  say  about  the  problem 
of  drinking  and  driving,  for  it  is  a  fre¬ 
quently  discussed  topic  which  most 
students  are  willing  to  admit  is  a  pro- 
blem  General  alcohol  awareness,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  a  very  controver¬ 
sial  issue  among  college  students  -  in 
fact,  it’s  practically  a  taboo  topic. 


Perhaps  the  last  of  these,  “instant 
fun”,  is  the  most  pertinent  among 
college  students.  Although  it  seems 
the  least  harmful  of  the  four,  it  can 
often  be  just  as  dangerous.  Do  you 
need  to  drink  to  have  a  good  time, 
to  be  able  to  talk  to  people?  Do  you 
become  violent,  abusive,  or  destruc¬ 
tive  to  yourself  and/or  others  while 
drinking?  If  either  of  these  describes 
you,  then  you  should  carefully  think 
over  your  motives  for  alcohol  con¬ 
sumption.  If  we  are  going  to  be  the 
adults  and  leaders  of  tomorrow  and 
guide  our  children  in  the  right  direc¬ 
tion,  we  have  to  take  responsibility 
for  our  actions  now  and  lead 
ourselves  into  mature  and  productive 
paths. 

We  begin  this  cycle  by  going  to 
college  and  developing  skills  for  a 
future  career.  But  the  cycle  doesn’t 
end  with  a  diploma.  We  need  also  to 
be  aware  of  the  many  problems 
around  us  in  our  society,  one  of  those 
being  alcohol  abuse.  Simply  by  be¬ 
ing  aware  and  making  a  sincere  ef¬ 
fort  to:  (1)  evaluate  your  own  and 
your  loved  ones  drinking  habits;  (2) 
when  giving  or  going  to  a  party,  act 
responsibly  about  driving  after  drink¬ 
ing;  and  (3)  care  enough  to  know  that 
alcohol  is  a  problem,  is  a  beginning 
to  its  end. 

SADD  is  an  organization  that 
although,  based  primarily  on  drunk 
driving,  is  also  concerned  about  all 
aspects  of  alcohol  within  an  educa¬ 
tional  community.  Please  join  us  to 
bring  about  a  change  and  save  lives 
in  the  future.

To  the  Editor: 

Congratulations  to  the  ULowell  Connector!  Once  again  you  have  seen  fit 
to  abandon  the  principles  of  objective  journalism  by  mciumng 
under  the  heading  of  a  “news”  story.  The  article,  “Teen  Pregnancy:  Why 
is  it  a  Problem?”  which  appeared  in  the  October  16  edition  of  the  paper, 
includes  a  couple  of  facts  and  a  tone  of  personal  opinions. 

The  “news  article”  is  poorly  written  because  it  lacks  unity  and  coherence, 
and  contains  biased  language.  However,  it  is  the  writer  s  inane  logic  that 
must  be  challenged,  and  prompts  me  to  write  in  response. 

To  begin  with,  the  author  (whose  name  was  not  given)  states  that  the  teen 
birth  rate  has  not  increased,  but  only  seems  more  severe  because  teen  paren¬ 
thood  has  more  “dire  costs”  in  modern  society.  The  writer  also  states  that 
while  teen  birth  rates  have  not  changed  proportionally,  half  of  modern  teen 
pregnancies  end  in  abortion.  He  failed  to  realize  that  this  means  teen  pregnan¬ 
cies  have  skyrocketed  by  fifty  percent!  Only  the  birth  rate  has  remained 
constant. 

Also,  the  writer  suggests  that  “rising  sexual  activity  (among  teenagers) 
fuels  the  problem.”  Fuels  the  problem?!  If  the  writer  had  passed  freshman 
biology  he  would  know  that  sexual  activity  is  the  exact  cause  of  pregnancy 
proof  --  even  among  teens. 

Next,  the  author  states  that  teens  (mostly  boys)  need  more  “pregnancy 
prevention”  information.  This  is  untrue  because  no  one  would  deny  that  young 
people  have  more  knowledge  of,  and  more  access  to  birth  control  today,  than 
ever  before  in  our  society.  Many  experts  believe  that  this,  infact,  leads  to 
greater  sexual  activity  among  teens,  which  in  turn  gives  rise  to  more  con¬ 
traceptive  failure,  and  an  increase  in  the  teen  pregnancy  rate. 

The  final  two  paragraphs  of  the  article  have  little  or  nothing  to  do  with 
why  teen  pregnancy  is  a  problem.  Instead  of  answering  some  of  the  ques¬ 
tions  he  raised  in  the  article,  the  author  used  this  as  an  opportunity  to  plug 
his  own  opinions  on  abortion  rights.  The  writer  states  that  we  must  respect 
each  other’s  “values,  ideas”  (sic),  and  not  “impose  our  views  on  others.” 
Of  course  this  is  the  same  warped  logic  that  slave  owners  of  the  nineteenth 
century  employed,  and  that  the  members  of  South  Africa’s  Aparthied  govern¬ 
ment  use  today  (the  writer  stands  in  good  company).  If  this  reasoning  were 
valid,  we  would  have  no  laws  in  our  country  at  all,  for  fear  of  imposing  our 
“values”  and  “moral  judgements”  on  others. 

Finally,  the  writer  of  the  “news  article”  offered  no  answers  to  the  ques¬ 
tions  that  he  raised,  except  to  suggest  that  we  need  to  “help  youth  become 
more  self  sufficient.”  However,  if  the  little  information  provided  in  the  arti¬ 
cle  pointed  to  anything  at  all,  it  is  that  we  need  to  teach  our  youth  that  birth 
control  does  sometimes  fail,  and  that  they  should  refrain  from  being  sexual¬ 
ly  active  until  they  are  responsible  enough  to  bear  the  consequences  of  a  sex¬ 
ually  active  lifestyle.

Questioning  the  Status  Quo 

I  recently  saw  an  ad  on  T.V.  showing  a  thoughtful-looking  man  squirming  in  his  armchair  as  he  told  the  viewer 
what  an  uncomfortable  topic  abortion  is. 

Why  is  this  so?  Why  is  every  woman’s  legal  right  something  so  many  of  us  feel  uneasy  about?  If  the  one  million 
fetuses  aborted  each  year  aren’t  even  human,  why  is  the  actual  sight  of  a  dismembered  fetus  so  distressing  to  us? 

Pro-choice  people  support  the  legitimacy  of  abortion  with  points  about  the  financial  quality  of  life  of  the  mother 
and  the  child’s  slim  prospects  for  a  happy  future.  No  mention  of  whether  or  not  human  fetuses  are  human.  To  me, 
this  sounds  like  pre-Civil  War  slaveholders  supporting  slavery  on  the  grounds  that  if  slavery  were  abolished,  it  would 
ruin  their  economy,  or  making  similar  arguments  which  distract  people  from  more  fundamental  questions. 

We  all  own  our  own  bodies.  But  we  do  not  have  the  right  to  use  our  bodies  to  end  the  lives  of  others.  Some 
tell  us  that  a  fetus’  dependence  upon  its  mother  for  life  keeps  it  from  qualifying  as  a  human.  Using  this  logic,  people 
who  depend  on  kidney  machines  or  iron  lungs  for  their  lives  aren’t  human,  either.  It’s  a  stupid  argument. 

I’ve  heard  Pro-Choice  advocates  link  abortion  to  personal  freedom.  They  confuse  freedom  to  run  your  own  life 
with  freedom  to  judge  the  value  of  and  end  the  lives  of  others.  Smoking  cigarettes  or  driving  without  a  seatbelt 
is  quite  different  from  surgically  destroying  a  human  fetus. 

Some  feel  that  a  human  fetus  is  only  a  potential  life.  If  you  are  of  this  opinion,  consider  this  fictional  scenario:

If  this  altering  of  a  fetus’  future  life  for  a  company’s  use  is  immoral,  what  can  we  say  about  our  own  actions, 
having  fetuses  “altered”  so  that  their  futures  change  from  life  to  death,  all  for  our  own  convenience? 

Most  people  simply  don’t  spend  enough  time  thinking  about  the  morality  of  abortion.  Too  many  believe  that  what 
is  legal  is  necessarily  morally  acceptable. 

Of  course  abortion  is  a  sensitive  issue.  Of  course  the  decision  to  have  an  abortion  is  a  difficult  one.  It  s  difficult 
because  if  we  would  stop  our  selfish  rationalizations,  we  might  just  realize  that  abortion  is  wrong. 

If  Question  One  on  the  ballot  passes,  the  legislature  will  have  the  power  to  vote  on  measures  ending  taxpayer 
funding  for  elective  abortions.  Opponents  of  the  measure  say  that  this  will  bring  us  closer  to  the  day  when  abortion 
is  ended.  I  sincerely  hope  so. 

Please  consider  voting  “yes”  on  Question  One.

Here  are  some  basic  warning  signals 
that  indicate  a  person  may  have  a 
drinking  problem.

2.  A  person  who  relies  on  a  drink  to 
start  the  day. 

3.  A  person  who  consistently  skips 
classes  due  to  hangovers. 

4.  A  person  who  has  blackouts  and  loss 
of  memory  from  drinking. 

5.  A  person  who  frequently  drinks 
alone  to  escape  from  reality, 
boredom  and  loneliness. 

6.  A  person  who  sustains  bodily  injury 
as  a  consequence  of  drinking. 

7.  A  person  who  excessively  denies  he 
has  an  alcohol  problem  when  ap¬ 
proached  about  his  behavior  con¬ 
cerning  alcohol. 

8.  A  person  who  suffers  from  chronic 
hangovers  and  wants  to  drink  to 
relieve  the  hangover. 

9.  A  person  who  under  the  influence 
of  alcohol  does  something  he/she 
would  not  do  otherwise. 

If  someone  close  to  you  seems  to 
have  an  alcohol  problem,  don’t  be 
afraid  to  talk  to  him/her.  Show  con¬ 
cern  and  support  without  preaching  or 
criticizing.  Have  a  positive  attitude  and 
be  sincere  about  your  feelings. 

Be  prepared  to  offer  alternatives  and 
specific  advice  as  to  what  kinds  of  pro¬ 
fessional  help  are  available  because  the 
problem  drinker  is  usually  the  last  to 
know  he  has  a  problem.
